Tile improvement that Koval­ 
sky made over my treatment was 
that he encouraged his pupils to 
risk the use of the hurt by geeing 
rid of the pain. This he did by 
having them rub the injured joint 
with alcohol and expose it to live 
steam. 
It is curious how slow people are 
to get on to the fact that instinc­ 
tive actions are often the best. 
It 
is perfectly natural for a person 
to rub a sprained joint immediate­ 
ly after the injury, yet there if al­ 
ways somebody aiound who says, 
"Oh! don’t rub it. 
It will never 
get well if you rub it.”

an injured joint is probably to 
spray H with ethyl chloride. This 
produces a cooling and superficial 
anesthesia and allows Ute patient 
to move the joint or walk on it im­ 
mediately whilom pain.
